Effects of the Drought. 

Tlie long continued and unseasonable warm wrath 
er which we have lately experienced, threatens a 
rious damage to the crops in all portions of the State. 
Our own observation ir this and in the adjoining 
counties, has convinced us that the yield of the grain 
crops in this vicinity will be much less than usual, 
and unless we have rain very soon, we may expect 
nearly a total failure. The accounts we gather from 
our exchanges, in relation to other sections of tali 
fomia. are equally unfavorable. Vegetation Is rapid 
ly drying up—fields of whent and barley are prema 
turely ripening—and the beautiful carpet of ci-rn. 
spread by the hand of Spring, is rapidly fading into 
the brown and yellow hues of autumn. 

Asa consequence, we may reasonably expert a 
scarcity of grain and breadstuff* generally, and a cor 
responding high price of these articles of con . inp- 
tion. Barley and hay will command exhorbitant 
prices, and freights will necessarily t he. Altogether, 
the prospect of a slim harvest, if not of a total fail 
ore of crops in California during the present year. i - 
almost reduced to a certainty, unless wear - help.-d 
out by a Providential interposition in the form of a 
refreshing shower. In common with all the pn.du 
ccrs and consumers of the products i>f the earth. wo 
regret this unpromising state of affairs, but shall en 
dearor to grim and bear it as philosophically as pos¬ 
sible. We do not apprehend any danger of actual 
starvation, but anticipate a world of grumbling on 
the score of hard times -—the him lest of which would 
l«e included iu a list of those who are ‘* flat broke and 
in debt.’’ 

The “Sole Trader” Law. 

By reference to the Lite proceedings of the I/gi-la 
tore, we learn that the Assembly has passed a bill re 
pealing the existing law allowing women to transact 
business in their own names as sole traders. The 
law a* it is at present, is probably the cloak of more 
rascality than any statute which is now. ..r ever was, 
in existence, not excepting the old bankrupt law of 
Massachusetts. 

I'nder certain circumstances, as for instance, where 
the husband is incompetent or indisposed to carrv on 
business in a manner profitable to himself or bi- 
familv. we are willing to concede his strontjer mine'-.I 
help mate the right to transact business in her own 
name and on her own account. And in any case, a 
provision for the protection of a moderate homestead 
lor the bem-fit of the wife and family of an impnu i 
dent, drunken, or otherwise worthless husband, 
should be made and enforced'. The exemption of 
prnjierty which a wognn may be the huWer of in her 
own right, is just and equitable. 

Neither would we doubt the propriety of married 
ladies carrying on certain branches of business on 
their own account, nr question their ability to trans 
Bet such as might be suited to their sphere or c.xpac 
itv. But tlie idea of women turning oat at brick la v 
ing. farming, mule driving, blacksmilhing and other 
laborious pursuits as we frequently see advertised, i 
supremely ridiculous, or would be. were it not for the 
awkwardly cloaked design which, in nine cases out of 
ten. peep* out of these operations—which is nothing 
else but down right swindling. AVe hope the bill 
will be repeotei—it possesses so many objections!.!- 
features'that it would hardly stand amending. 

CAiiFonviA Society of Natch.u. History.— Du rin g 
fhc past winter an association was organized in Stock- 
ten. under the above title, having for its object the 
do\elopement of the Natural History of the Slate of 
California, and particularly that of the Southern 
Hines Among fhe steps to procure this end, it was 
proposed to make up a collection of specimens neces¬ 
sary for the formation of a Geological cabinet, and it 
w as supposed that peopre in alt sections would cheer¬ 
fully contribute something for that purpose. This 
♦ minty, although rich in mineral-, has not as vet 
contributed anything. That we have heard of. 

It i« almost needless t<> add that it would be greatly 
to the interest of those who are directly or indirectly 
interested in the general prosperity of our < ■ untv 
hut more particularly the holders of quartz veins, 
to place the resources of Mariposa in as favorable 
a light as possible. To promote this object, a place 
in the Geological cabinet, Tor the di-play of sped 
mens from this vicinity would be an important step.

Legislative Proceedings. 

By our exchanges, we learn that quite an amount 
of important bushu-s is now on the lapi'. pending 
the final adjournment, which i- to take place uu the 
27th instant. 

The Bill to suppress gambling hou*e3 and banking 
game - ha- pa-sed the Senate by a large majority and 
will undoubtedly become a law . It is said to be so 
stringent in its provisions, that it will require more 
than ordinary projr.rionatctdai'ts to evade it. The 
Senate has refused to pass the Biff reducing flic pay 
of the members and <rthi( Aces of the legislature. 

Then- has !-ecn an interesting debate in the Assem 
bly on the foreign miner's tax. on a motion requiring 
all the money collected to In- paid directly into the 
State Treasury, which brought on a discussion in re¬ 
lation to the exemption of mining claims from tax¬ 
ation. 

In the Assembly the Judiciary Commit t-e reported 
a bill to restrict the emigration of negroes and mulat- 
toes to this State. The bill provides that from its 
: ■ no negro or mulatl ei I 

quire a residence in this State, and also that those 
who are already re.-idents shall procure a certificate 
of registry—in default of w hich, they are subject to 
a line not less than one hundred or over one thousand 
dollars, or imprisonment in the County Jail, at the 
rate of five dollars a day, until tlie fine shall In- paid 
It also provides the like penalty for any person en¬ 
gaged in encouraging or assisting such emigration.— 
It also makes null and void all contracts with negroes 
or mulattoes. and subjects white persons who may 
employ those who are unregistered, to a line of from 
fifty to five hundred dollars. 

The Stats Prison affairs still engross a good share of 
the attention of the House. A proposition to pav 
Estett $90,000 for annulling the old contract, has 
elicited considerable discussion. Several bids had 
been received for taking the contract, among which 
tlie most favorable was made by ex Governor Purdv, 
who proposes to lease the State Prison for the term of 
four years at the rate of three thousand dollars per 
month cash.

FORTY-NINE. 

Many and varied are the recollections 
called up by the magic of that word. To 
one who has lived and moved as an actor 
in the wild and reckless scenes of the ear¬ 
ly times in California, the memories of the 
past seem more like the impression of 
some frightful dream, than like the sha¬ 
dows of reality. The feverish excitement 
attendant upon the ever varying fortunes 
of those who toiled for the glittering dust 
—the frequent instances of those who 
were but yesterday at the foot of fortune’s 
wheel, to-day by some sudden revolution 
carried to its very top—the recklessness 
with which men staked fortunes upon the 
turn of a card—the daring evinced by 
the adventurous in penetrating into un¬ 
known regions in their erratic wander¬ 
ings in search of better things—the sum¬ 
mary manner in which justice was meted 
out to those who infringed upon its laws 
—all combine to make the picture one of 
romance rather than reality. 

Along with these reminiscences, also 
come unbidden, the recollections of mis¬ 
spent time—'neglected opportunities, and 
perchance the heart-scaring memories of 
blighted hopes, or thwarted ambition.— 
Who is there among the little band who 
have survived the vicissitudes of those 
days, who has not in his store of memo¬ 
ries some bitter morsel with which lie re¬ 
gales his conscience, as in fancy he tra¬ 
vels life’s road over again ? But as there 
is no desert on earth, however drear and 
desolate, that has not here and there its 
green oasis, its bubbling fountain and re¬ 
freshing shade, where the weary traveler 
can find refreshment anti repose, so even 
the darkest days of life have their bright 
and sunny moments, which perchance, 
are but the faint glimmering of the light 
which shines m heaven. Many are the 
pages which have been written portrav¬ 
ing the scenes of violence and blood which 
have darkened the pages of the short but 
eventful history of California, and men 
accustomed to the every day routine of 
well organized communities, have shud¬ 
dered over them, and thanked providence 
that their lot had not been cast in this 
land of crime. But who l as yet portray¬ 
ed to the life, the other side of the pic¬ 
ture? Who can {taint the indomitable 
resolution, the unflagging perseverance of 
the hardy and toil-worn miner, whom dis¬ 
appointment cannot dishearten and whom 
repeated failures only prompt to fresh ex¬ 
ertions? Who has recorded the many 
noble examples of those whom an honest 
pride has doomed to a life of toil, who 
would sooner live the life of a slave, and 
dying, leave their bones to blanch on the 
peaks of the Sierras, than return to the 
comforts of a home, perhaps to be made 
the scoff and jeer of those whose souls 
chime in accord with the ring of the al¬ 
mighty dollar? Who has recorded the 
many instances of devoted friendship and 
disinterested benevolence which, in tlie 
spirit of true charity, are of so frequent 
occurrence In our midst ? Point to one 
solitary instance of a deserving man, who, 
from any untoward accident has become 
disabled from gaining a subsistence, who 
has not been amply provided for, even 
among those who were strangers to him 
and his? 

Yet, owing to the morbid appetite for 
the sharking and dreadful, we are looked 
upon (and particularly that portion of our 
population known as forty-niners) as be¬ 
ing out-laws and ruffians. Truth and 
stern justice cannot demand less than that 
both sides of the picture should be shown 
to the world’s gaze —Charity grants that 
the dark and gloomy slmuld be buried iu ' 
oblivion, and only the bright and beauti¬ 
ful engraved on the “tablets of memory.”

Condition of Northern Mexico.—T wo 
citizens of San Antonio have just return 
ed front a (our of several months in the 
interior of Northern Mexico, who make 
the following statement:—That the coun¬ 
try between Monterey and Durango—the 
finest in Northern Mexico is now entirely 
deserted. The Indians have driven all the 
inhabitants from their ranches and small 
towns into the cities, where they are liv¬ 
ing in a destitute condition, being actually 
afraid to defend themselves. The Indians 
come forth in parties of about two hund¬ 
red, and swept away everything before 
them; several thousand head of horses, 
mules and cattle have been driven to the 
mountains by them; and, according to 
the report of the Government officers, 5,- 
300 of the inhabitants have been murder¬ 
ed by them. The number of Americans 
anti others passing through the country, 
which is not embraced in the above esti¬ 
mate, would swell (he number to some 
10,00(1. Durango, a city which contained, 
a few years ago, 35,000 inhabitants, 
now hardly numbers 10,000. One hund¬ 
red and fifty stock ranches were deserted 
during the month of February.— 0olden 
Era.
